Mayor Wells is investigating the esha 


tion of gambling cases in the City Hall 
Police Court, with a view to securing more 
convictions in-such cases by the court or 
less futile arrests by the police. 

Since a new system of records of police 
court proceedings was introduced in the 
mayor's office by Secretary McConkey, the 
“m™ayor has noticed the large number of 
cases of pdlicy,.craps and other gambling 
cases on each Saturday's docket in which 
no convictions have resulted, 

Last Saturday the number of such cases 


was unusually large, and explanations wege 
requested from the police and from Jud 
ae: 
Mayor Wells said..Friday that the ex- 

planations were: satisfactory, but the word 

as gone out that more convictions or less 
useless arrests are desirable, and the pris- 
oners, who are arraigned Saturday on gam- 
bling charges, may fare badly unless their 
Gefense is. very strong. 

The failure to convict defendants charged 
with craps shooting or policy playing is due, 
Judge Sidener says, to the inability of the 
police to testify that the defendanrs weve 
seén in the cat of writing the policy sheets 
or of shooting for money. 

It is a common thing in the City Hall 
Palice Court for two or three police officers 
to arrest 20 or 30 alleged craps shooters. 

The defendants employ lawyers, and the 
policemen, when cross-questianed, are un- 
able to identify more than two or three 
as having been seen to participate in the 

ame,. aithough they may be morally cer- 

in that all were playing. 

This is. unusally fatal to the state's case.

Allister K. Stewart of 5570 Etzel avenue 
will leave St. Louis Friday night for Span- 
fish Honduras, Central America, to become 
the resident superintendent there of a great 
rubber: plantation to be established by St. 


Louis capital. 

The Honduras rubber farm is chiefly the 
enterprise of the Monarch Rubber Co. of 
. Louis. Associated in the project are I.

“teed H. Augustine and other St. Louis- 


_ They purpose to raise rubber upon an ex- 
tensive scale. They have a tract of 1000 
acres of suitable land near the mouth of 
the Black river and three miles from the 
northeast Honduras coast. They are 70 
miles east of Honduras’ principal city, 
Truxillo. 

Mr. Stewart goes to clear the plantation 
and to raise and set out the plants. 

He will plant upon the 1000 acres of land 
900.000 little trees of the Castiloa Elastica. 

They will grow in a nursery from seeds 
which will be planted early in July. 

By the beginging of the rainy season in 
September they will have attained a growth 
of 12 and 15 inches, at which lengths they 
will be rudely torn up by the roots and 
transplanted in the field, each nine feet 
distant from the other. 

Then, for five years Mr. Stewart and the

Mr. Stewart Outlines 

~ Details of Enterprise. 

Mr. Stewart said to the Post-Dispatch:

AMUSING EVENT. 


JUDGE HENDERSON PRESIDED 


Some Startling Propositions of Law 
Were Advanced and Dinner Was 
Served After Entertainment. 


If the shades of Kent or Blackstone had 
been wandering in the vicinity of the 
Young Men's Hebrew Association, 2737 Lo- 
cust street, Thursday evening they would 
have found that there is much more in the 
laws of larceny than ever was dreamed of 


in their philosophy. 

Abraham Rosenthal was one of the ora- 
tors who showed that he could give them 
cards and spades in deducting legal con- 
clusions. Leo Landau, a High School stu- 
dent, was another member who appeared in 
the role of a forensic marvel. The argu- 
ments they advanced were given color and 
importance by the fact that they were in- 
dorsed and even elaborated upon by 
Messrs. B. Greensfelder and Emil Mayer of 
the St. Louis bar and Judge W. W. Hen- 
derson of the Probate Court. 

Some of the new legal propositions prom- 
ulgaied during the evening were these: 

That a man who steals $46,u00, when he 
has an opportuity to embezzle $6v,00', should 
be found guilty and given a severe penalty 
for not taking all the money. . 

That a man who bets on a race horse and 
loses shouid be found guilty of a felony; 
but he who piays the races and wils is 
entitled to an acquittal on any charge 
growing out of the proceeding. 

That the client of a lawyer who reads 
his speech to a jury ought to be convicted. 

That a juror who absents himself from 
the jury box may be excused for his con- 
duct if he absented himself merely for the 
purpose of taking a drink. 

That a man, 4 years old, ought to know 
better than to testify against another man 
who has prison gates staring him in the 
face. 

The mock trial of William Kalbsbraden, 
charged with embezzlement, was the occa- 
sion of all the trouble. 

Kalbsbraden, impersonated by Isaac 
Hahn, was tried on the stage built on the 
lawn of the Y. M. H. A. grounds in the 

resence of several hundred members of 
he association and their friends. 

Attorneys Rosenthal and Greensfelder at- 
tempted to prove to the satisfaction of a 
ury of sometimes 12 and sometimes 11 men, 
that Kalbsbraden had mulcted the St. Touts 
National Machine Co., by which company 
he was employed, of $45,000.

ttorneys Meyer and Landau put the 
defendant on the stand in his own defense. 
He admitted that he was about to decrease 
the population of the 1908 World's Fair 
City by one at the time he was nabbed, 
but explained that he intended to elope 
with his Iinamorata instead of the com- 
pany’s $45,000. In rebuttal the prosecuti®n 
presented the testimony of William Ganns- 
hoffer, a bookmaker, who declared that 
Kaibsbraden had ‘‘dumped’’ the money on 
the ‘‘ponies.’’ 

Then each attorney was alloted ten min- 
utes to address the jury. The attorneys 
for the state confined their arguments 
largely to the law and the evidence. At- 
torney Landau for the defense was less 
circumspect. He found defects in the in- 
dictment and, in the court’s rulings, said 
Mr. Reddymunny’s’ testimony indicated 
that he might have taken the $45,000 himseif 
and argued that, even if a man did play the 
races, he might still be honest. 

The sheriff, cleverly impersonated by Ju- 
lius G. Schwartz, cut Mr. Landau short at 
the time limit and Judge Henderson ad- 
dressed the jury. 

He advised the jurors to find Kalbsbra- 
den guilty if they believed that the defend- 
ant had played the races and lost. They 
did as he suggested in a minute and a 
half. That is, they found him guilty—but 
for an altogether different reason. 

Foreman Kohner announced that the ver- 
dict was returned because he took only 
$45,000 when he had a change to take $15,- 
00U more. 

Mr. Hahn, as the defendant, was sen- 
tenced to serve five years in the Y. M. H. 
A. Clubhouse, with the privilege of going 
elsewhere when he liked. 

Before a ao | his sentence, the de- 
fendant joined judge, jurymen and attor- 
neys and their lady and gentlemen friends 
in an al fresco luncheon. Later there was 
a dance in the clubhouse.

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FOR CLEAN NEW ST. LOUIS. | 

Tuking President Phillips’ cleanliness proclamation and ap- 
peal as a text Thursday's Post-Dispatch suggested a popular 
cleanliness movement for New 8t. Louis. 

President Phillitg declared the intention of the municipal 
administration to enforce all ordinances providing for clean- 
liness in the streets, alleys and sidewalks. He asked the 
people to co-operate in keeping the public thoroughfares 
cleen. | 

The co-operation of the people and the support of a vigor- 
ous public opinion are essential to the success of an effort 
to keep the city clean. If the people throw refuse into the 
streets and alleys the enforcement of cleanliness ordinances 
is difficult. The municipal officers become discouraged and 
lax in the discharge of their duty. If the people do not vig- 
orously demand clean thoroughfares the ordinances wil] not 
be enforced. 

Municipal cleanliness is a matter of education and habit. 
If cleanliness begins at home it wil? eventually extend to the 
whole city. 

In order to give the municipal administration effective 
assistance, to cultivate the habit of cleanliness and to cre- 
ate an effective public opinion im favor of cleanliness the 
Post-Dispatch suggested the organization of a municipal 
cleanliness crusade, 

The opening of summer is a good time to begin the work 
of cleaning up the city. It is necessary to health and com- 
fort. It is a good time to hegin, in advance of the World's 
Fair, to establish the habit of cleanliness. 

Let the work be taken up by improvement associations and 
neighborhood organizations. Let volunteer inspectors for 
precincts or blocks be appointed to see that the streets, al- 
leys, sidewalks and gutters are kept clean. Let householders 
begin by burning refuse which will burn and collecting in 
receptacles refuse, which must carted away. 

Let the organizations deyote themselves to reporting vio- 
lations of ordinances to the proper officers and to creating 
public sentiment in favor of cleanliness. 

These ‘don’t’ rules ought to be adopted by the cleanliness 
crusaders: 

Don’t litter up the streets, alleys and open lots. 

Don’t let anyone else litter them up. 

Don’t let the municipal administration neglect street 
cleaning work, or the enforcement of cleanliness ordi- 
nances. 

In other words let every St. Louisan be an inspector of

Commis- 
sioner Seibert thinks it has reduced the commission of crime 
two-thirds. 

Crime can be reduced to a minimum by the relentless en- 
forcement of the law. If the various departments of the city 
government will co-operate to this end the lawbreaker will 
find St. Louis an undesirable field of operation.
